And whereas it has been made to appear to the Chief Com 
missioner , Delhi that such use of manure and its stocking are 
likely to cause danger to public health by polluting the water 
of river Jumna over the Wazirabad Water Works in - take pumps 
as the water so pumped is used for public consumption .

2 . The powers conferred shall be exercisable so long as these 
persons remain in the employment of the said Society . 


Now , therefore , in pursuance of the provisions of sub - section 
(6 ) of section 144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 , the 
Chief Commissioner hereby directs that the order of the Dis 
trict Magistrate as aforesaid shall remain in force for a period 
of one year , instead of two months, from 11th January, 1963.

No . F . 13 (2 ) /61- Home(iii). - In pursuance of the provisions of 
section 14 of the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Act , 1890 , 
the Chief Commissioner , Delhi is plcased to authorise the follow 
ing employees of the Delhi Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals to seize any ainmal, if they have reason to believe 
that some offence against the said Act has been or is being com 
mitted in respect of the animal and in their opinion the circum 
stances so require , and produce the same for examination by 
the nearest Magistrate or by such Veterinary Officer as may be 
designated in this behalf by rules made u / s 15 of the Act . They 
are further authorised , when seizing the animal , to require the 
person in charge of the animal to accompany it to the place of 
examination .
